Forming  music   ensembles   who,    with    the   aide   of    the  music  professors, 
would   focus   on    the   learning  of   some   of    the  more   difficult  pieces      that 
the  present    class    time   doesn't   allow  for. 
Dr.    Christie   is   already  working  hard    to   initiate    these   goals   and   set    the    tone    for 
Wingate   College ' s    future.

8th   as   Wingate  mourned   the  death   of  Douglas 
Helms,    a    fine  arts  professor.      He   was   48. 

A   native  of  Monroe,    Helms   enrolled  in 
Wingate  College  as   a   student   in   1964.      Ten  years 
later,    he  joined   the   faculty.      Helms   was   known 
across    the  region    for  his  hand-made  pottery. 

Helms    found  a   relationship  between  his 
faith,    his  pottery,    and  his   life.      He 
demonstrated   this   relationship  while  making 
pottery.      Helms    taught   students    that    they,    like 
clay,    had   to   get    their   lives   centered  on   Christ 
before    they  could  do  anything  with   it.      They 
must   open   up  and  let   God's  hands   draw   them   up 
into  a  piece   of  art. 

Helms   conducted  his   classrooms   with    the 
same  high   standards  he   used  in   his   work  and  his 
life. 

He   was    the  neatest   artist    I've   ever 
known,  "      Louise  Napier  said.       "To  have    that  much 
creativity  and  be    that   organized  is    unususal    for 
an   artist.       "I  admired   the   rapport  he  had  with 
his   students .      It   was   also   so   easy  for  him    to  be 
both   a    teacher  and  a    friend,  "   Napier  said. 

Wingate  photography  professor  Lex 
Youngman   said,     "I    think   the  best    thing  we   can  do 
is   carry  on   his  high   standards."       "When   we 
mourn,    it's    for  our  own   loss,    not    for  Doug. 
He's   where  he  should  be    -   he   just   went   away 
sooner   than   we  wanted  him    to.

Woodson,    who  joined   the   faculty  in   1965  as   an 
English  professor,    played  a   key  role   in    the   creation   of 
Wingate ' s   communications  program  during   the   late   1970s. 

Woodson  has   seen   Wingate  evolve   from  a   junior 
college    to  a    four-year  institution,    and  he  has   referred 
to    that   change  as    "one   of   the  best    things    that's 
happened   to   Wingate. 

In   addition    to   serving  as   faculty  sponsor   for 
the  yearbook  and   the  newspaper ,    Woodson  has   served  as 
advisor   to    the   Society  for  Collegiate  Journalists . 
Until    it   ceased   to   exist   in    the  mid   -    1980s,    he  also 
worked  with    the   college  debate    team. 

At   Wingate,    Woodson   has    taught    courses   in 
English   literature  and  composition .    He  has    taught   all 
the   journalism   courses    and  many  of    the   communications 
courses    the   college   offers,    as   well    as   speech   classes 
in  public   speaking,    argumentation,    and  pulpit   speaking. 

He   has    led   W ' International    tours    to   London, 
Paris   and  Amsterdam  and  has    taken   Great  American 
Experience   groups    to   Boston,    New   York,    Chicago,    and  New 
Orleans . 

Woodson   and  his   wife,    Phyllis,    live   in    the  Grove 
Park  development    in   Wingate,    where   Woodson   enjoys
